PROTECTED BY UNCLE SAM’S FLEET. 


Admiral Selfridge Rescues Armenians 
from Turkish Cruelty. 
New’ York, Nov. 10.—[{Special.J—Uncle 


Sam’s ships of war are doing some good 


already for stricken Armenians in the waters 
of the Mediterranean. The English steam- 
ship Boyne arrived here yesterday with six 
Armenian refugees and a story which may 
gerve to thrill Americans with patriotic 
pride, 

The British steamer with its Armenian 
refugees sailed from Smyrna under the pro- 
tecting ‘wing of the cruiser Minneapolis, 
without stopping for clearance papers to 
this port, and it was to explain an omission 
which made him liable to a fine of $500 
Capt. Charles Fisher of the Boyne told, of 
Admiral Selfridge’s gallantry: 

The Armenians, three of them women, 
ged from Turkish pillage to the Boyne in 
a small boat and were taken on board. The 
Turks followed, demanding their prey. Capt. 


Fisher refused to give them upand appealed 


to the officer of an Italian man-of-war, there 
being no British war vessel in the harbor. 
The commander gruffly refused the as- 
sistance. 

The next morning the Minneapolis hove 
in sight and Capt. Fisher appealed to Ad- 
miral Thomas O. Selfridge Jr. 

‘“‘ We'll give you all necessary protection,” 
said the American Admiral. “ You'll take 
the refugées safely out of this port if I’ve 
got to bombard the town,”’ and he sent a 
detail of marines to the British vessel to 
hold her safe from attack. 

Then the Admiral sent for the American 
Consul and the two men agreed the Boyne 
should sail at once under the escort of the 
Minneapolis. 

That was how Capt. Fisher forgot his 
manifest and he will not be fined for it. 
The Armenians are now on Ellis Island 


STEEL ASSOCIATION HARMONIOUS. 


Outside Interests Represented and an 

Agreement Will Be Made. 

New York, Nov. 10.—[{Special.j—The Bes- 
semer Steel Association held its quarterly 
meeting today. Though the officers refused 
to allow outsiders to hear the proceedings, 
they admitted an effort would be made to 
obtain codperation from firms not belonging 
to the association. 

The Illinois Steel company and Schoen- 
berger & Co. of Pittsburg, who did not enter 
into the agreement indorsed by members of 
the. association when it was formed, had 
representatives at the meeting, who were 
cordially received. These gentlemen are be- 
lieved to represent the strength of the inter- 
ests in the trade not yet in thorough har- 
mony with the association. 

Most of those present today believed that 
all differences would disappear after tho 
discussion today and tomorrow. 

The aims of the meeting ts to make a 
stronger agreement and control prices by 
limiting the supply and doing away with the 

middlemen. There will be a rise in prices, 
according to hints dropped by some of the 
mem bers.

Big. Vessels of Brooklyn Navy-Yard 

Suffering from a Lack of Seamen. 

New York, Nov. 10.—{[Special.}—There have 
been many desertions from the ships of the 
North Atlantic Squadron since the vessels 
have been undergoing repairs at the havy 
yard. So great. has the number been that 
‘shore privileges are granted to but few. 

The ships which have suffered most by 
the sailors not returning when their shore 
privileges have expired are the battleships 
Texas, Maine, Indiana, and the monitors 
Terror, Puritan; anfl Amphitrite. The offi- 
cers are reticent, and would not speak of 
the matter when questioned. It was iearned,

Sketches of Barred Leaders. 

The foltowing sketches of a few of the 
excluded leaders are of interest in this 
connection: 

William C. Pomeroy is excluded becausé 
he is a salaried officer and because he is 
not working at his trade. Even his enemies 
admit he is greatly responsible for the for- 
mation of the new body and that he sacrificed 
himself to make its formation possible. He 


is at present preparing a history of the 


jiabor movement in Chicago during the last 
ten years. He resigned his commission yes- 
terday as General Organizer of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor because, as he 
said, of a local attempt to control his po- 
litical conscience. — 

P. J. Miniter is excluded. because he is 
President of the Bricklayers’ Union. He 
came to Chicago in 1866. He was a pioneer 
in the eight-hour movement and made the 
fight at the international convention in 
1886 which led to the adoption of the sys- 
tem. He also began the local move for 
arbitration of labor difficulties, and has pre- 
vented strikes in his own organization for 
the last ten years. 

*“ Dick ”' Powers, also excluded, helped or- 
ganize the American Federation of Labor, 
the Illinois Federation of Labor, and dozens 
of local bodies. He was a member of the 
KH. of L.. in Its prosperous days and fur- 
nished it a hall for its first meeting in Chi- 
cago. |

James O’Connell, three times President of 
the Trade and Labor Assembly, is also ex- 
cluded. He is one of the oldest labor lead- 
ers in Chicago and was one of the charter 
members of the local Knights of Labor 
unions. He helped organize the Carpenters’

two years of the United Carpenters’ Council 
and its chief officer. during the great strike 
of 1890. He has also been President of the 
Buildirg Trades Council three terms. 

M. H. Madden of the printers is also barred. 
He nas been active in the labor movemerit 
since 1868. He was President of the State 
Federation of Labor for two years and has 
served in important arbitration matters.

JUDGE RIDING TO SAVE A MAN'S LIFE. 


Believes Man Condemned to Death Was 
Convicted on Purely Circum- 
stantial Evidence. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 10.—[Special.]—Judge 
McConnell, who presided over the trial of 
Myron E. Kent, alias Pancoast, for wife 
murder, is now hastening to Fargo, N. D., 
to intercede for the condemned man, believ- 
ing that he was convicted on purely circum- 
stantial evidence. He wired his belief to 
Gov. Allin yesterday and received a reply 
asking him to come to Bismarck to confer 
on the case at once. The Judge was. at 
Sherbrooke and missed the train at Hope, 
but started to drive fifty miles in the snow 
across the prairies with the temperature 
below zero to reach the main line of the 
Northern Pacific in time to catch the mid- 
night train. It is a ride to save a man’s 
life, and if he gets to the capital in time the 
execution will not come off tomorrow, but 
will probably be commuted.

Thus Washington and London participat 
in this eventffil scene by which the two lead- 
ing English-speaking nations reached ar 
amicable means of adjusting the most 
troublesome international question: of re- 
cent years. 

Essential Features. 

Although Lord Salisbury’s statement was 
without details, it is possible to give all of 
the essential features of the treaty con-_ 
cluded in Washington last night. The main 
point, as already stated, is that King Oscar 
II., whose full title is *“* King of Sweden and 
Norway, ‘the Goths and Vandals,” is the 

fth or decisive arbitrator. It was deemed 
best to make this choice rather than to 
leave it to the selection of the four arbi- 
trators. The Tattér are assured of being men 
of eminent judicial attainment, as their 
choice is left entirely to the judiciary of the 
respective countries. 

The other essential feature of the treaty 
is that fifty years’ actual possession is to 
constitute title. With this limitation as to 
the settled districts, the entire sweep of 
Venezuela boundary Is placed in the hands of 
the Court of Arbitration. 

The treaty covers only Venezuela, and the 
question of general arbitration between the 
United States and Great Britain is left to 
future negotiations. 

As a King seldom leaves his country, ex~ 

cept on State visits to other sovereigns, it . 
is not expécted that King Oscar II. will go 
outside*of Sweden for the meeting of the 
arbitrators, and the court is likely to sit at 
Stockholm, the capital of Sweden, where 
King Oscar’s palace and the halls of the 
Swedish Reksdag are located. 


Popular and Able Man. 


The choice of King Oscar appears to have 
been a most fortunate one, as he is univere 
sally regarded as a man of great attain- 
ments, of judicial temperament, and of _ 
eminent fairness. Among the monarchs ot 
Europe he is probably the most popular, as 
he goes freely among the le and is thor- 
oughly democratic in his ys. The feel-. 
ing entertained for him is shown by the fact

Lillian Nordica of her reasons for singing 
in concerts and not in opera. 

It was not a question of salary,” she 
said, *‘ which interfered with my reéngage- 
ment, for it was understood last spring 1 
was to receive $1,000 a night for my services, 
and I thought I was entitled to it in view of 
the large sums received by some of the great 
artists. Jean de Reszke has received as 
much as $5,000 for one night’s services. 
Finally, when the terms were arranged, I 
learned to my great astonishment the réleof 
Brunhiide in ‘ Siegfried’ was to be given 
to Melba, and I was to be the only member 
of the company without a new réle { con- 
tended that I should be allowed to create 
the new Wagner réles, as I bore the burden 
of the work last season. 

Mme. Melba, I learned to my great sur- 
prise, secured the réle through the interfer- 
ence of M. Jean de Reszke. She was very 
proud of it and mentioned it everywhere. 
M. de Reszke used his influence with Mr, 
Grau to see she obtained it. All along I had 
supposed that he was one of my best friends. 
We went hand in hand through the success 
of ‘ Tristan and Isolde,’ and it wasa great 
shock to me when I learned he had prevented 
my having the leading Wagner rdles.”’ 

M. Jean de Reszke today denied the inter- 
ference attributed to him by Mme. Nordica. 

“The role of Brunhilde,” said he,“ was 
given to Mme. Melba because she sings it 
admirably. I never told her alone fo study 
German so she could master the part thor- 
oughly, but I told every mémber of the com- 
pany to study German thoroughly. Mme. 
Nordica accuses me wrongly. I did not in- 
terfere in Melba’s behalf. She says she saw 
figures where I received $5,000 for singing 
one night. I only: wish it were true; but if 
Mme. Nordica can prove that I ever was 
paid that amount for a single day's work I 
will give her $50,000. The most I ever re- 
ceived was in Boston one day last winter. 
It was a crowded matinée house and I re- 
ceived 83,000. Regularly I receive $2,000 a 
night.’’ 


ROSENTHAL’S 


INITIAL RECITAL, 


He Arouses Enthusiasm by His Per- 
formance at Carnegie Hall. 

New York, Nov. 10.—[Special.]}—Moriz Ro- 
senthal, the famous, German pianist, gave 
his initial recital in America at Carnegie 
Hall tonight before a distinctly musical audi- 
ence and scored a positive and popular suc- 
cess. He played compositions of Chopin, 
Schytte, and Liszt. The best thing he did 
was Liszt’s “‘Tarantella.””’ He played. this 
with wonderful technique, splendid aban- 
don, surprising brilliancy, and tonal purity. 
His finger. work in this piece was swift and 
‘vigorous. Rosenthal has wonderful tech- 
nique. 

He also played Chopin’s “‘ Berceuse,” op. 
57, and “ Barcarole,”’ op. 60, but in these 
betrayed a lack of poetical expression. At 
the close af the performance he was called 
out again and again until he played a brill- 
lant encore,\ 

He gave Mément Musical, Lindenbaum, 
and Contrapuntal Study on Chopin’s Valse. 

Of his artistic success there is no room for 
doubt or question. His technique of itself is 
a musical revelation. The pianist is a man 
of small stature and stout build, rather 
muscular than nervous. He has a strong, 
expressive face, and wears his hair long, 
but not so pronouncedly so as Paderewski. 
He is one of the three or four great pianists 
of the day, though whether he will create a 
fad like the brilliant Pole remains to be 
seen. 


MELBA TRIUMPHS AT PHILADELPHIA 


Appears at Her Best Before a Large 
and Fashionable Audience. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 10.—[Special.]}—The 
Academy of Music was crowded tonight by 
a fashionable audience, who heard Melba 
and the Boston Symphony Orchestra. Of 
Melba’s singing there is little new to say.

OTHER FLORAL FAVORITES REIGN 
WITH THE CHRYSANTHEMUM, 


Horticultural Society of Chicago Re- 
gins an Exhibition Which in Many 
Respects Excels All Predecessors— 
Familiar Varieties of Flowers Ap- 
pear in Surpassing Development 
and General Excellence — Choyo 
Tells of the Product of Japan. 


RCHIDS on tiptoe or 
poised airily on the 
wing;  chrysanthe- 
mums  =.of every 
known variety in 
size and color, from 
the short-stemmed 
kind, each top-heavy 
with a single blos- 
som as big as a 
young pumpkin, to 
the living-skeleton 
chrysanthemum nine 
feet tall and with 
neither foliage nor 
bloom for the lower 

eight feet; toy orange trees, two feet high, 
loaded with ripe fruit—all these and hun- 
dreds of other things pleasing to the eye of 
the ordinary observer and infinitely dear to 
the heart of the horticulturist, nodded at 
each other in Battery D and the Second Reg- 
iment Armory yesterday through vistas of 
paims and curtains of southern smilax. 

It was the opening day of the annual 
chrysanthemum show of the Horticultural 


arc lamps above conspired to make the 
scene a veritable fairy land in contrast with 
the disagreeable weather outside, 

Behind a screen of towering, imperious 
plants, crowned with immense blossoms, at 
one side of the Second Regiment Armory, 
Prof. 8. Choyo, who had charge of th+ art 
department of the Japanese exhibits at the 
World’s Fair, spent the afternoon, as he 
will the remaining time of the show, in tell- 
ing those who wished to listen the story of 
the chrysanthemum—the flower of Japan, 
his native country. At the same time he 
showed in a row of unique vases how the 
Japanese arrange cut flowers to make them 
look ag though they were growing. 


Prof. Choyo on Rapid Development. 


Prof. Choyo is of the opinion that the 
chrysanthemum has about reached the limit 
in its rapid development. “ A thousand 
years from now,’ said he, *‘ perhaps we will 
see blossoms a foot across.. Perhaps then 
we will see plants with petals like pine 
needles. But from now on the change will 
be slow—yes, I think so, very slow.”’

Graham of Cleveland, O.; Philip Breitmefter, 
Detroit, Mich.; and. A. Kimball, Chicago,

despite the rain, people began filing in at the 
door of Battery D, and during the remainder 
of the day several hundred admirers of the 
floral beauties or exhibition roamed through 
the fairyland into which the spacious build- 
ing had been transformed. 

As background for the bright colors of the 
flowers banks of palms and draperies of the 
dark green wild smilax were arranged wher- 
ever most advantageous. The archway over 
the platform in Battery D was completely 
filled with palms and hanging baskets of 
ferns and trailing vines. Smilax was draped 
over walls where their bareness was, not 


otherwise hidden, and smilax hung in fes-. 


toons from the cross-bars of the trusswork 
in the roof, softening all the hard outlines 
and forming a framework of airy graceful- 
ness for the gorgeous picture below. 
Similarity to Last Year. 

In the varieties and colors of chrysanthe- 
mums shown there is little change from the 
exhibitiom of last year. In the seedlings 
class, which will be judged on Friday, 
marked developments are promised, as this 
class was comparatively new last season. 

But in color and form there is little that 
is new. On the other hand, in point of size 


and general excellence the exhibition sur-- 


passes anything of the kind ever seen in 
the city. The number of exhibiters, the 
variety of their displays, the splendid array 
of perfect flowers, large and small, in all 
the tintse which generations—plant genera- 
tions—of training and blending has pro- 
duced, all these go to make up a beautiful 
and extensive showing of the flowers of the 
land of the rising sun. 

In the display of chrysanthemums it was 
noticea®le that the standard colors—white, 
cream, pink, and yellow—were most abun- 
dant. There were other plants and cut flow- 
ers showing the darker hues, deep crimson, 
maroon, mauve, bronze, and all the varia- 
tions of tone and shading known, but there 
were few compared to the flowers grown 
for their beauty rather than their pecu- 
liarity. 

Varieties of One . Family. 


So many and so widely different are all the 
varieties displayed that it seems difficult to 
belteve that all are of the same family, the 
family to which the common daisy of the 
fields belongs. There are the little pormpons, 
hardly larger than bachelors’ buttons, under 
the shadow of big bushes bearing hundreds 
of‘ flowers, any one of them as big as a dozen 
of their little cousins down below. 

In Battery D is a fine display of these 
large bushy plants, most of them growing 
low, branching out near the root; others with 
clean trunks three or four feet high, bearing 
crowns of feathery blossoms at the top. 

In one corner is a group of grafted piants, 
showing two and three colors on a single 
stem. Others have been grafted at the 
roots, and have two or three stems plaited 
together and holding up a variegated cluster 
of flowers. 

The blossoms show the usual variety in 
textures. The ‘“‘in curve’’ petal is much in 
evidence. This is a Japanese development 
of the flower, giving the smooth round ball 
of color with the edges of the curved in 
petals lapped over in evenrows. Thenthere 
are the Chinese forms, with irregular, 
crooked, farmtastic petals, tossed about in all 
kinds of esthetic frenzy. 


Floral Child of Two Worlds. 


A pet of all observers was a variety 
marked *‘ Enfant des deux mondes ”’ (child 
of two worlds). It has a fragile ‘blossom, 
growing on a low, unobtrusive plant, and 
its petals are of the daintiest white shading 
to a rich cream color inthecenter. A pretty 
specimen of this variety, trained in the form 
of a pyramid and covered with downy bloom, 
attracted a great deal of attention. 

Near the passage leading from Battery D 
to the other twin of the two armories stands 
a ecrubby, dead tree hung full of Edward 
G. Uihlein’s display of orchids, and on either 
side of it are banks of orchids, including a 
large display of mocassin flowers, lady’s slip- 
pers, in all sizes and colors, 

From its station in the gallery of Battery 
D a string orchestra rendered a program 
of choice musical selections during the aft- 
ernoon. The music was well in keeping with 
the character of the floral display, and with 
the radiation of clear, white light trom the

Through a 
haze of quiet humor one gets a glimpse of the , 
real man, and one is rather surprised to see 
what an earnest social reformer he is, and 
how much philanthropic work he dees on 


the side, He gets right down to the heartof | 


the motives and the expediency of giving @ 
nickel to a street beggar. And while ad- 
mitting that he always gives it, and inviting 
a laugh at his expense, he toes it in such a 
way that you feel you are laughing at your~ 
self at the same time. ; 

‘“*T do not know but it would be well for me 
as a man of principle to confine my benefac- 
tions to destitute realists,” he facetiously re~ , 
marks, “I am sure it would be cheaper,” 
Then he tells how he helped a hungry and 
evicted encyclopedia maker. Surely here 
was a realist, and Mr. Howells went deep 
into his pocket. He also arranged to have 
the poor man write his story for the news- 
papers, and from the proceeds the loan was 
to be repaid’ After waiting some months he 
made a personal call at the man’s Bowery 
lodging-house. 

‘*He really lodged there,” the cheerful 
altruist continues, “ but he was then out; 
and so far as I am concerned he is out still, 
I am out myself in the amount I ad 
him. He never wrote the article, apparent- 
ly, and perhaps his experience of eviction 
lacked the vital element of reality. I am 
quite sure he was at heart a romanticist, for 
he was an Englishman, and the Englishmen 
are all romanticists.’’ : 

Further on he tells of another Englishman 
who dropped his aspirates around loose 
everywhere. “In his parlance,” says Mr. 
Howells, ‘I was a bird of night, or several 
such, and I cannot rid myself of the belated 


c eture that he had positively mistaken © 


me for Mr.’A a” The author makes the 
assertion that there are as m street 
gars in New York as in Venice. He says he 
invariably gives them something toclear his 
conscience as a Christian, and as invariably 
wounds his conscience as a political econ- 
omist. No doubt he is like the rest of us in 
this, only it is hardly fair that he should 
get his alms all back by the sale of his ac- 
count of them. 
In his chapter on dreams Mr. Howells 


has a few more sly digs at the romanti- - 


cists. After inveighing inst the sense- 
less egotism of telling dreams and then 
calmly relating his own, he leads up to the 
despair that seized him in a dream at the 
soul-desolating cry of “ Arms Poe, arms 
Foe, arms Poe!” He adds: “This and 
nothing more was the body of my horror; 
and if the reader is not moved by it the 
fault is his, and not mine; for I can assure 
him that nothing in my experience has been 
more dreadful to me.”’ Then he continues: 

“Some loose thinkers suppose that if we 
give the rein to imagination it ‘do great 
things, but it will really do little 
as we witness in dreams, where it is te 
unbridled. It must keep close to truth, and 
it must be under the law if it would work 
strongly and sanely, The man in his 
is really lower than the lunatic in nie . 
lirfums. . . . Indeed, the plots of 
are not much more varied than the plots 
of romantic novels, which are notoriously 
stale and hackneyed.” | 

Nowhere does Mr. Howells’ reform ben 
appear more clearly than.in his account 
of a visit to a police court. After a strik- 
ing description of the trite dramas and the 
lost souls that play them there, he confesses 
to a growing feeling that these low create 
ures were “ not so very bad.” This blunt~ 
ing of the moral sense he believes to be 
the worst feature of the police court, and 
the chief one as well. His next step is ta 
demand secrecy in police trials, and he ends

Board of Directors Will Assemble at 
the Auditorium at 10 O’Clock and 
at Noon the Session of the General 
Body Will Begin-—Many Important 
Questions to Come Up for Discus- 
sion—Strong Team to Be Placed in 
St. Louis.

Play in the Mud.

Friends of the Missing Archduke John 
Nepmoopk Salvator of Austria 
Give Him Up for Lost. 


St. .Gall, Switzerland, Nov. 10.—A Can- 
tonal .ourt has ordered the Bank of 8t. 
Gall to hand over to the relatives of the 
wife of the long missing Archduke John 
Nepmoopk Salvator of Austria 1,000,000 
francs deposited by the latter prior to his 
departure for South America. It was in 
1889 that this Archduke, who was the young- 
est son of the Grand Duke Leopold'Il. of 
Tuscany,. renounced his rank and all his 
Austrian military titles owing to an ir- 
reconcilable quarrel with the late Field 
Marshal Archduke Albert. Having re- 
nounced his rank he went abroad under the 
name of Johann Orth and was last heard 
of in South America, since which time he 
has completely disappeared from public 
knowledge. 

During the progress of the Chinese-Jap- 
anese war, at the time the fame of Field 
Marshal Yamagata began to be known, an 
extraordinary rumor found currency. in 
Austria to the effect that the famous Jap- 
anese military leader was none other than 
the long missing Archduke John. Many 
coincidences were pointed out at the time 
to give force to the rumor. As the belief 
in its accuracy declined the people in Vienna 
still remained firmly convinced that Johann

Arrest of the Girls. 


The Cronin home caught fire at 4 o’clock 


on the morning of Sept. 1. According to the 
indictment three chairs, one stove; two mat- 
tresses, a tub, and a box were burned be- 
fore the Fire Department arrived and put 
out the blaze. The house was also badly 
damaged, but the indictment-is made on the 


destruction of the tub, the box, and the other 


articles enumerated. It was from these, the 
indictment charges, that the Cronins, who 
were poor, wanted to collect the insurance. 
The circumstances that attended the break- 
ing out of the fire, it is said, pointed strongly 
to the two girls as the ones who had start- 
ed it.

They found a 
dozen people, it is said, who claimed to know 
something concerning the case, and accord- 
ingly the two girls were arrested. The grand 
jury indicted them for arson, and, failing to 
secure bail, they were shut up in the County 
Jail. 

Selecting a Jury. 

Neither of the girls was dressed yesterday 
as if poverty had impelled her to commit 
the crime with which they are charged. 
Marie-held her plush and fur cape on her 
lap while Assistant State’s-Attorney Todd 
excused the jurors who he thought might be 
prejudiced against the insurance companies 
and while Attorney John C. King excused 
some other jurors who, in his opinion, might 
be overfriendly to the Fire Department.

Should the typewriter girl fasten her hair 
in a Psyche knot, or wear it in one long braid 
or in two, are some of the questions which 
were Giscussed informally last night by the 
convention of the National Association of 
Women Stenographers, which met in Parlor 
O at the Palmer House. 

The association meets in Chicago every 
three months. Last night the typewriter 
girls came clad in gossamers and storm rub- 
bers. Beneath the gossamers were knots 
and bows of typewriter ribbons—not the or- 
dinary black and blue ones, but ribbons of 
all shades and colors, that made the room, 
where the convention was held, look like a 
flower show when the cloaks and gossamers 


had been removed. 

The discussion of questions pertaining to 
the typewriter girl occupied over an hour 
before the formal program was begun. The 
typewriter girls gathered in groups about 
the room, and the three typewriter men who 
had been admitted to help fill out the pro- 
gram looked lonesome. The typewriter 
girls tried to make them feel at home by 
asking their opinions on such questions as 
“ Should a typewriter girl wear red or black 
when transcribing a legal brief?’’ and “1s 
it proper for the typewriter girl to bow 
first when she meets her employer's wile, 
or should she wait to be bowed to?” 


Pretty Typewriter Predominates,. 


The -pretty typewriter girl predominated 
at the convention. Some of the sisterhood 
wore eye-glasses, with black cords attached, 
that gave to portions of the convention the 
aspect of a school teachers’ insiitute. A 
few Of the typewriter girls wore stec)-bowed 
spectacles and a frown when some of the 
younger girls, who evidently had just grad- 
vated from business colleges and were anx- 
ious for information, giggled. Most of the 
delegates wore long hair, but a few wore 
theirs short. There was nota pair of bloom- 
ers or a short skirt in the convention, and 
nobody mentioned dress reform. 

The best shades of typewriter ribbons was 
a predominant topic of the informal dis- 
cussion. It was the opinion of the Jelegates 
that the color should in general be governed 
by the occasion, and whether the ribbons 
were to be worn by the typewriter girl her- 
self or placed in the machine. For evening 
wear, when it was a question of dress, it 
was thought that red or some guy color 
looked best on. the typewriter girl, while 
black or some dark color best became the ma- 
chine. No definite conclusion was arrived 
at, however, and it was thought best to 
leave the color with the typewriter girl who 
was to wear the ribbon and in the case of the 
machine to let the owner decide on the color 
of the ribbon. 


Skillful as Musicians. 


The formal program consisted entirely of 
instrumental and vocal music. Most of the 
narmbers were given by the typewriter. girls 
thamselves, and it was proved conclusively 
that the key-board of the piano Is but a little 
way removed from the key-board of the 
typewriting. machine. 

A pretty typewriter girl, with yellow hair, 
artistically transcribed from shofthand 
r.otes which were written by Mr. Neidlin- 
ger, a German of considerable reputation in 
the musical world, and did not. strike a 
wrong key or forgot to make a space at the 
proper place. Several more typewriter giris 
reade aloud from shorthand notes furnished 
by Mr. Reis and Mr. Chopin; and other peo-
